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Jand about, would suddenly" perk 
jup and speak to the world with 
a devastating unanimity or pro- 
dice a dynamic policy from what 
had hitherto been a static in- 
decision, Now further ’difi- 
culties seem to have obtruded.

‘The entry of a new 
Government into office would 
suggest an immediate quickening 
of life in the Secretariats, a 
sudden cessation from oratory, a 
lofty disregard of defeated 
political opponents and an 
earnest desire to produce some 
visible sign of a. firm in 
tention to grapple with the pro- 
biems of the moment. It is true 
that the new Finance Minister— 
Jearefully described as. “ofliciat-| 
ing” —has been credited with de 
finite plans for keeping in touch 
with the bankers, The Muyor of 
Greater Shanghai has been duly 
installed in the presence of his 
predecessor, “Mr. Sun Fo may 
take heart ‘of grace in viewing 
developments. They will 
possibly remind him of earlier 
days of his political career and 
show that old ties are being re- 
newed. That is not likely how- 
lever to carry the Government— 
lor China—very far, so long as 
time has to be occupied in ex. 
pounding the diffidence of the 
new hands at the wheel and their 
longing for the support of the 
seasoned veterans whom they 
have displaced.

A ropprochement for mutual de- 
fence has been’ reached between the 
two Kuangs, an accord that-will be 
for the utmost benefit of both.

20,000 Cases Form Part of 
Cargo of Freighter 


‘Twenty thousand cases of tinned 
crab meat, the largest shipment of 
this commodity ever to leave the 
Far East at one time, formed par 
of the cargo of the States freighter 
Oregon, ‘Captain George Erbe, 
Master, on her last voyage from 
Shanghai and other Oriental ports 
to the Pacific Coast, it was learned 
here on Jan, 10. 

‘The crab’ meat was tinned 
‘Japanese canneries at Vindivostok, 
to which port the crabs wore taken 
from far Northern fishing grounds 
in the Bering and Okhotsk Seas, it 
ig stated. " Consigned to.

With a battery of searchlights| 
from “HLS. Cornwall focussed| 
directly on the scene, ‘members of|
